SUBJECT: 15 and 16 December 1954 Briefing of the Task Force 
on Intelligence Activities. 


i, Undoubtedly the most important briefing received by Colonel Lane 
thus far was that of the IO Division. This was quite apparent from the 
number and quality of questions asked and by the special emphasis given 
to the subject matter by Colonel Lane.
